_ Experts have no proof of global warming '

~ There із no smoking gun. No 
scientist umping up and 
down yelling “eureka”. In oth- 
er words, there is no proof that 
global warming is taking 
place. Тћеге 18, however, a 
growing accumulation of evi- 
dence that máy prove the 
earth is'becoming a very warm 
place. 


For example, the tempera- 
ture has been rising in one of 
the coldest places in the world: 
Antarticia. Just the other day, 
a chunk of ice measuring 48 
miles by 22 miles broke off the 
Larsen Ice Shelf. 

In the Pacific Ocean, a 
50,000 square mile region-has

lost 80 percent of its zooplank- 
ton. Zooplankton is the name 
for the microscopic erganisms 
near the base of the food 


chain. Scientists report virtu- 


ally no fish in the waters and 
hardly any birds. The absence 
of zooplankton may be due to 
an increase in water tempera- 
ture. 

The weather pattern called 
El Nino continues in the Pacif- 
ic. El Nino is the name given 
to a large, warmer than nor- 
mal body of water that dis- 
rupts weather patterns, Cali- 
fornia's recent record rains 
and snows are a direct result 
of El Nino. This particular El 
Nino has lasted longer than 
any expert thought was possi- 
ble. 

Again, none of these reports 
prove.global warming is taking 
place. But, what if the world 
was getting warmer? What 
would it mean to us in Florida? 

The most dramatic change 
would be a smaller state. Glob- 
al warming would lead to a 
historic rise in the level of the 
sea. The result would be more 
ocean and less beach, One esti- 
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mate has the level of the sea 
rising over 36 inches hear Mia- 
mi by the year 2100. That 
same estimate indicates it 
would cost the city $600 mil- 
"lion to avoid complete devasta- 
tion. 

Another change would be the 
loss of our coral reefs. A major 
increase in the water tempera- 
ture could have a devastating 
effect on the coral. In 1987, 
coral reefs in the Keys were 


damaged when ocean tempera- . 


tures rose just two degrees. 
Global warming would lead 

to long, hot, dry summers. The 

temperatures would be going 


, up and a lot less rain would be 


coming down. Droughts would 
be more common. Less water 
would lead to a decrease in soil 
moisture producing a change 
in vegetation and wildlife dis- 
tribution in the state, Citrus 
plants, for example, could be 
grown in the panhandle. 

Surprisingly, global warming 
would be beneficial to many of 
Florida's crops. Lettuce, toma- 
toes and other vegetables 
would grow quicker and larger 
from an enriched carbon diox- 
ide environment. Orange trees 
would be huge. 

So would hurricanes. Dr. 
Robert Sheets, the Director of 
the National Hurricane Cen- 
ter, says global warming would, 
have a big impact on tropical 
Systems. He predicts that 
there would be more of them 
‘and they would tend to be very 
large and powerful. In addi- 
tion, the hurricane season 
would last much longer, per- 
haps nine months instead of 
six. 

Again, there is no conclusive 
proof that global warming is 
taking place at the present 
time. But, if it is, it could lead 
to dramatic changes in our 
state and our world for coming 
generations.

Citing $65 million in proposed budget cuts for 
technology, U.S. Secretary of Education Richard 
W. Riley said the message to the nation’s youth 
is loud and clear: "Kids, you're on yourown.” 

In remarks to the second annual Secretary's 
Conference on Educational Technology, Mr. 
Riley said, "Everywhere we look, on the job or at 
home, when we communicate, travel, or seek 
entertainment, technology is rapidly changing 


ard if the way we work and live. Everywhere that is, 


except in our schools.” А 

Proposals to eliminate 75 percent of the Edu- 
cation Department's budget for technology “are 
severe, shortsighted and with apparently little 
thought as to who would suffer,” Mr. Riley said. 

Speaking to state teams of teachers, technolo- 
gy experts and policy makers, Mr, Riley said, 
"Technology offers students the tools to learn to 
challenge standards, a means of opening oppor- 


tunities for every, student to learn more, and a, 


way to ensure equitable and affordable access to 
increase knowledge and а lifetime of learning." 
He cited examples of schools where “technology 
“is making an extraordinary difference.in the 
lives of students.” For example, with an Internet. 
connection and financial support from Drake 
University, students at North High. School in 
Des Moines, Iowa, "now have access to some of 
the best libraries and: most sophisticated 
resources in the world," he said. 

Mr. Riley.also referred to the use of technology 
Meer in Union City, N.J., and Albuquerque, 


Calling it "the great equalizer," Mr. Riley said, 
"Technology can take a school in-the poorest of 


communities and provide its students a wealth 
of learning opportunities that will give them the 
same intellectual riches that students in the 
wealthiest school districts have.” 

Technology, Mr. Riley said, 
close the fault lines in our society, not. exacer- 
bate divisions between the haves and the have 
nots.” 

He described a future where teachers and par- 
ents communicate electronically and said, "Fam- 
ilies working together at a computer may 
become what sitting around the fireplace listen- 
ing to the radio, was 50 years ago." 

Mr. Riley said his department "practices what 
we preach and is a model of technological appli- 
cation." The department offers an online 
library, known азч МЕТ, which receives more 
than 15,000 inquiries a week. 

Earlier in the day, Mr. Riley joined Vice Presi- 
dent Al Gore at an elementary school in Silver 
Spring, Md., to announce a competition for 
“challenge grants," which “will allow individual 
communities to act on their creative and ambi- 
tious vision for education reform through the 
use of technology." à 

Mr. Riley said the grants would be eliminated 
under the House Appropriations Committee 
ission proposal, depriving some thousands of 
the n's poorest children access to educa- 
tional technology. ` 

Later this year, Mr. Riley said he will "focus 
on four essential issues: access and equity; plan- 
ning and financing school technology; profes- 
siónal development for teachers and staff; and 
challenging content."

The Everglades Regional 
Headquarters of the Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission (GFC) in West 
Palm Beach reports that calls 
regarding nuisance wildlife 
are on the upswing, Ninety 
percent of those calls relate 
to the masked bandit of the 
forest-the raccoon. 

Breeding season is in full 
swing and the female Tac- 
coons are searching out dens 
under trailers, pool decks, 
inside the walls of houses, 
and other areas they don't 
belong, according to Tom 


Stice, а GFC resource biolo- * 


gist. oa 

“This is the time of year 
when we see a decided 
increase in wildlife nuisance 
calls,” said Mr. Stice. 
“Normally the calls are relat- 
ed to raccoons, fox or ров~ 
sums. We are getting 20 to 30 


calls a day. 

“Many people, especially 
those from the urban north, 
aren't use to having wildlife 
in their backyard,” he said. 
“They see a raccoon during 
the day and immediately 
assunte that it's sick and 
needs to be trapped. 

“Our agency doesn't have 
the manpower to go out on 
most calls,” he said. “We can, 
however, give people techni- 
cal advice over the phone 
which should help them deal 
with the situation.” 

Tips include: 

• Keep your garbage can 
lids inplace and secure with a 
rubber strap. 

* Don’t leave your dog or 
cat food outside. 

• Be sure your pool area 18 
screened in to discourage 
roaming raccoons. 

* Don't feed wildlife, espe-
